Washington, March 10.—Germany’s 
sweep into Russia is described by the 
war department’s weekly military re- 
view tonight as another futile attempt 
on the part of the Germans*to shift 
the center of gravity of the war, which 
still remains on the west front where 
the Teutons face the French, British, 
Italian and Belgian armies and the 
ever-growing American forces. ‘There, 
the review says, lie the key positions 
of the war. 

American troops now occupy trenches 
at four separate points, and, as was 
recently disclosed, in the principal sec- 
tor their front is four and a half miles 
long. They have been constantly en- 

gaged, the department says, and the 
scope of their activities is meine con- 
stantly extended. 

Nothing is found in the situation by 
the department to indicate that the 
Germans have abandoned their plans 
for a great offensive in the west, and 
it says the allies, while assuming an 
alert defensive, are content to let the 
enemy break himself against their im- 
pregnable line. 

Intense air activities during the week 
are noted, with the statement that 214 
enemy aircraft were brought down on 


the western front alone, while the oni 


lies lost only 88 machines on all fronts 

during the same period.

Summary of War Situation. : 

The review, in part, follows:? 

“In spite of the fact that 120,000 
square miles of Russian territory have 
been invadéd during the past three 
weeks and the enemy now is sweeping 
forward into the heart of Russia and 
have reached a point within 70 miles 
of the capital, nevertheless, the center 
of gravity of the war remains in the | 
west.

CENSORSHIP STAYS 


UN CASUALTY LISTS 


War Department Resolved 

Not to Change Ruling De- 
spite Protests—Apprehen- 
sion and Distress Feared 
From Censorship. 


Washington, March 10.—The war de- 
partment gives no indication of yield- 
ing in its determination to withhold the 
home addresses of soldiers killed or 
wounded, or who die of other causes in 
France. 

Basing its position on the objections 
the French government made to Gen- 
eral Pershing against the American 
method of issuing casualty lists, the de- 
partment intends to meet objections in 
congress and from the public with the 
answer that the old system betrays val- 
uable military information to the 
and the fact that the nearest 
relatives of soldiers are officially noti- 
fied hours before they could get the in- 
formation from the newspapers. 

The committee on public information 
maintains its stand that the mere 
names of soldiers, without home ad- 
dress to identify them to neighbors and 
friends, or prevent confusion with 
other men of similar name, are so de- 
void of news value that it will not 
issue the lists. Therefore, the lists 
will continue to be issued once a day 
from the office of Adjutant General 
McCain. 

Relatives to Be Notified. 

Pointing out that the French publish 
no casualty list at all, but merely noti- 
fy the relatives, war department offi- 
cials give as their explanation of the 
new move, that the enemy by scanning 
the complete casualty lists as they have 
previously been issued is enabled to 
piece out a fair idea of the identity of 
the troops confronting him. 

Although, under the new plan, rela- 
tives will be notified, and officials ex- 
pect, publication of names of troops 
will find their way into local news- 
papers, it is felt that the publication 
will be scattered and that the task of 
assembling the names from all the 
newspapers of the country and con- 
solidating them into military informa- 
tion would be such a tremendous task 
that from the aspects of a spy system 
it is practically impossible.

Washington, March 10.—Upon hear- 
ing of Secretary Baker’s safe arrival 
in. France. through. the Associated Preas 
dispateh from Paris, the war depart- 
ment tonight announced that the sec- 
retary’s visit is purely military and 
not diplomatic, and is for purposes of 
inspection and personal conferences 
with military officials. Mr. Baker is 
accompanied by Major General William 
M. Black, chief of engineers: Lieuten- 
ant Colonel M. L. Brett and Ralph 
Hayes, his private secretary. 

Statement by War Department. 

No official report on the secretary's 
arrival had been received. The depart- 
ment issued this statement: 

“A cable dispatch from Paris to the 
Associated Press tonight announces the 
arrival at a French port of the secre- 
tary of war. 

“For some time Secretary Baker has 
desired to visit the headquarters of the 
American expeditionary forces. He sail- 
ed from an American port about Febru- 
ary 27. 


“Secretary Baker has not determined 


p the length of time he will remain in 


France, but his stay will be long 
enough to enable him to make a thor- 
ough inspection of the American forces 
abroad and to hold important confer- 
ences with American military officers. 

“It is expected that not only will 
Secretary Baker visit the American 
headquarters, but his inspection tour 
will cover construction projects, in- 
cluding docks, railroads and ordnance 
bases, now under way back of the 
American lines. 

“The secretary’s visit is military and 
not diplomatic. It ts essentially for 


the purposes of inspection and per- 
sonal conference with military offi- — 
clals. 

“The secretary of war is accom-

During Friday night and Saturday 
the Germans dropped 1 shells 
on several of the American battery po- 
sitions and mustard shells in the rear 
of the line.

Owing to the quickness of the Ameri- 
cans in adjusting their gas masks, the 
shells did no damage. The mustard 
sticks for many hours to the spot where 
a shell falls, and soldiers nearby ex- 
perience a stinging sensation in their 
eyes. . 

On one end of the American line 
the enemy laid down a barrage, after 
having concentrated a rather heavy 
bombardment. The American artillery 
put up a counter-barrage as a precau- 
tion against a raid, but no raid de- 
veloped. While this was going on the 
enemy 4 fat a score of gas shells 
on a town directly in the rear, but the 
noxious gas did no damage. On the 
other end of the line the American 
gunners laid down a barrage on the 
enemy line. All along the front the

Two hundred cords of wood are some 
of the reasons why the Georgia state 
capitol and the capitol annex will not 
immediately take advantage of the lull 
in coal movements in the south to lay 
in its next winter’s coal.

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DEUTERONOMY AND DUTY. 


Hanging his hopes for service-evasion 
upon the Scriptures, a St. Louis benedict has 
cited a verse in Deuteronomy to convince his 
local exemption board that the newly-wed’s 
place is in the home and not out where 
cannons roar and shrapnel is wont to burst: 

This man, whose name the correspondent 
considerately withholds, being of conscrip- 
tion age—and, presumably, sound—married 
recently, and when summoned for service, 
or else to show cause why he should not be 
put in khaki, he referred his exemption 
board td that passage in Detteronomy which 
says that— 


“When a man has taken a new wife 
he shall not go out to war, neither shall 
he be charged with any business; but 
he shall be free at home for one year and 
shall cheer up his wife which he hath 
taken.“ —- Deut. 5:24. 


Unfortunately for this young fellow, 
though, the American republic is not oper 
ated under Deuteronomy regulations, but it 
is governed in accordance with the United 


States constitution; and when the American 


law runs counter to the old Hebraic.law ac- 
cording to Deuteronomy, the former is likely 
to prevail and the latter to be disregarded. 

The St. Louis exemption board will have 
plenty of précedent to guide it when it comes 
to negativing this claim for exemption. Sev- 
eral quavering pacifists and idealists have 
in the past based their claim for exemption 
upon Scriptural grounds, the reference most 
popularly employed being the time-honored 
injunction, “Thou shalt not kill.” The Golden 
Rule also has been tried; but in every in- 
stance in which the Biblical excuse was bol- 
stered by nothing more to the point, and in 
keeping with the modern-day exigencies, the 
application was denied and the would-be 
Bible-slacker instructed when to present 
himself for enlistment.

LET IT ALONE. 


H. M. Stanley, one of the leading citi- 
zens of Dublin, Ga., and now head of the 
state department of commerce and labor, 
in a communication- appearing elsewhere 
upon this page, makes a clean-cut presenta- 
tion of the issues involved in a bearing to 
be held before the state railroad commission 
Tuesday upon a petition to change the ex- 
isting passenger train service and schedule 
on the Macon, Dublin and Savannah rail- 
road. : 

For years Dublin, one of the most 
thrifty and enterprising community centers 
in Georgia, had been sidetracked in the 
matter of through railroad facilities, either 
by direct service or through connecting 
schedules. 

As a result of the organized activities of 
this wide-awake community, covering a pe- 
riod of several years, the facilities as set 
forth in Mr. Stanley’s communication were 
obtained last November, after a hearing be- 
fore the state railroad commission. 

Now, as 1 Stanley points out, it would

EARLY BUYING OF COAL. 


W. E. Chambers, city purchasing agent, 
is to be commended for concerning himself 
this early in the season in Atlanta’s coal 
supply for next winter. 

Atlanta will require approximately 35,000 
tons of coal to see it through the winter, 
and Mr. Chambers, in view of the distressful 
experiences of last winter, says that he does 
not believe that he is starting any too early 
in opening negotiations with the city, fuel 
administrator now whereby this coal may be 
procured, and put in the city's bins during 
the spring and summer. 

There is not a prudent business man nor 
any other citizen of Atlanta but who will 
agree with him. : 

Had such a course been followed a year 
ago the city and the individual citizens of 
the city would have been spared much of 
the hardship, distress and expense occa- 
sioned by the fuel famine of last winter, 
when coal had to be taken out of the city’s 
bins and schoolhouse basements in order to 
prevent actual suffering in otherwise heat- 
less homes. : 

But that experience, bitter as it was at 
the time, carried a valuable lesson in pre 
paredness; and the city is to be congratu - 
lated that its purchasing agent is a man who 
is alert to profit by that lesson. : 

By purchasing its coal now the city may 
get whatever benefit to accrue by more 
leisurely delivery, as may not interfere with 
imperative transportation, as well as from 
the satisfaction of knowing that its fuel 


and very probably the coal can be bought 
now for considerably less money than it can 
next fall or winter. 

And if it is wise for the city to lay in its 
next winter’s coal supply now, a similar 
policy would be equally wise for the indi- 
vidual householder. It is at any rate a safe 
plan for the citizen to buy his coal early, 
while he can be sure of getting it; for the 
chances are that putting it off until the last 
minute will result in hazard as to his being 
able to get it at all next winter.

Editor Constitution: For the past five 
or six years the people of Dublin have 
worked hard for a through train service be- 
tween Atlanta and Savannah via Macon, 
Dublin and Vidalia. The Seaboard Air Line 
railroad and the Macon, Dublin and Savan- 
nah railroad agreed to run this train, but 
we were never able to get the Southern rail- 
way to consent. Last fall the M., D. & S. and 
Seaboard decided to put on parlor car serv- 
ice between Macon and Savannah via Dublin 
and Vidalia. The railroad commission grant- 
ed permission for a change of schedule so 
as to make this parlor car service possible. 
Nearly one hundred citizens from Dublin 
came to Atlanta and appeared before the 
commission in advocacy of this new schedule. 

This schedule has been in operation near- 
ly four months, and it is now sought to have 
the road change back to the original sehed- 
ule, there being a complaint on the part of 
some of those who patronize the M., D: & 8. 
R. R. that the trains going east run too close 
together and the trains going west too far 
apart. The M. D. & S. has agreed to ad- 
vance the morning schedule out of Macon an 
hour and a half, which will have the effect 
of putting the trains out of Macon further 
apart. In my judgment this will meet any 
reasonable objection to the present schedule 
and will still make possible the parlor car 
service between Macon and Savannah and 
sleeper to Atlanta in and out of Macon. With 
this change, to which the M., D. & S. agreed, 
one can leave Atlanta in a local sleeper 
for Macon, catch the M., D. & S. at 7 o'clock 
for Dublin and be in ‘the latter city by 9

Russia, the division of the Muscovite estate, 
while the rightful owner was still alive, these 
circumstances have served to create an at- 
mosphere of depression in all allied quar- 
ters and notably in the United States, which 
serves a German end and has no sound basis 
in fact. The truth is that allied prospects 
at the present moment are better than they 
were at the opening of the campaigns of 
1914, 1915 and 1916, and despite the super- 
ficial appearance, German chances of a mili- 
tary triumph over all Germany's foes are 
less than at any time in the conflict. 

Two Assertions are frequently heard at 
this time, both calculated to impress one 
with Germany's strength, first, the decla- 
ration that the German food problem has 
been all but solved by the Russian collapse, 
and secondly, that the same collapse has 
given Germany overwhelmingly numerical 
advantage nn the west front. Neither is 
true. 

As to the food supply. Germany will, un- 
questionably, get food from Russia this fall, 
probably not sooner. But will she get 
enough to meet the needs of her own popula- 
tions and those of Austria, Bulgaria and 
Turkey? Probably not, because the prob- 
lem of transport is enormously difficult. We 
know that Germany’s own railroad systems 


are breaking down under the strain of war. | 


We know that shortage of coal in German 
cities, due primarily to transport difficul- 
ties. was a marked detail of the domestic 
history of last winter. 


Limited Stock of Food. 


Russia has limited stocks of food in re- 
eerve, in certain districts. But there is 
grave doubt as to the size of these stocks, 
there is a growing suspicion, confirmed by 
many warning hints in German newspapers, 
that the stocks will prove wholly inadequate. 
Much of Russia is starving, all Russian rail- 
road transport is in a state of anarchy and 
in a condition of ruin. Actually it is by no 
means an exaggeration to calculate, that de- 
spite incidental relief the great food prob- 
lem of the central powers cannot be solved 
by Russian exports before the autumn of 
1919, which means that Germany must live 
through another winter of extreme privation. 

In the matter of numbers, Germany was 
outmanned on the west front last year by 
over a million, some French figures are as 
high as 1,300,000. Since then upwards of 
400,000 Americans have arrived in France, 
to judge by official statements of our gov- 
ernment. But the Germans, who had 155 di- 
visions on the west front in 1917 had not 
more than 163 in the middle of last Janu- 
ary, 116 on the line and 47 in reserve. This 
latter figure represents their strategic re- 
serve. Yet more than 90 German divisions 
were consumed in the Somme fighting alone. 

Between the date of the complete col- 
lapse of Russia, as a military factor, and the 
present hour the Germans have not moved 
more than 20 divisions from east to west, 
and this does not represent a quarter of a 
million men. Moreover, it may be doubted 
first and last, bring 
more than 500,000 west and the United States 
will, beyond question, put this number of 
troops in France before the end of the pres- 
ent campaign, although a considerable num- 
ber will probably be too little trained for 
actual fighting this year.

And in that dec- 
ade Napoleon occupied Madrid, Berlin, Rome, 
Vienna, Moscow. He put Austria, Prussia 
and Russia out of the war, not once, but 
several times. He crushed Prussia absolute- 
ly in 1806 and he ruled Burope from Danzig 
to Ragusa and from Hamburg to Tarifa. 
By contrast, the German successes have been 
insignificant, because Germany has never 
been able to dispose of but one of her great 
foes, since the war began, and in place 
of Russia, the United States Fulisted. | 

Recent events have emphasized German 
successes in the east, overemphasized them, 
but the tone and spirit of Germany today, 
the things that Germany is doing, have 
served to arouse determination in all allied 
countries comparable to the spirit of Napo- 
leon at last excited to his own ruin. ‘Eu- 
rope finally made up its mind that there 
could be no permanent peace with the Na- 
poleonic ambition and then it made war by 
peoples, not merely by governments. Today 
the last suspicion in the minds of the allied 
masses, that German is seeking honorable 
peace, has been destroyed. The world is 
recognizing the fact and the spirit of the 
masses, the resolution, is hardening. 

Will Begin to Crumble. 

After Jena, after Austerlits, after the 
meeting of Tilsit, after Wagram, Napoleon 
seemed far more invincible than Germany 
can seem today, with the Marne, Verdun 
and the Somme in her recent military his- 
tory. France had in the Napoleonic time the 
tremendous advantage of the loyalty of many 
conquered races, Napoleon drew troops from 
Poland, from Italy, from Belgium. Germany 
is hated wherever she has entered and the 
hatred grows with each month. France 
brought the revolution to the oppressed mil- 
lions and earned temporary royalty, Ger- 
many has brought slavery and death. And 
when her edifice begins to crumble it will 
go far faster than the Napoleonic. j 

There is no cause for gloom at the pres- 
ent moment. There have been disappoint- 
ments, but we had three years of disappoint- 
ment in the civil war and 1864 was the 
most disappointing of all years. The allies 
have more men, more guns, more resources 
immediate and prospective, on the west front 
than ever in the war, the Germans are weak- 
er in total numbers than ever before, and 
they have no such reservoir of men or money 
as the United States has become and will 
long remain. ’

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Mob Violence “Worse I han 


Cowardice,” Says Pastor 


Nashville, Tenn., March 10.—(Special.)— 
Rev. James L. Vance, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church here, preached an ep- 
ochal sermon tonight on mob violence, 
‘basing it upon the recent incidents in which 
two. negroes, in different parts of the 
state, were tortured and lynched by mobs. 

The preacher by no means condoned 
crime nor leniency toward criminals, but he 
took the position that “to urge that the 
crime the mob punishes deserves the penalty 
inflicted is no justification of lawlessness,” 
and that, in view of the fact that we have 
courts to try cases in which crime is charged 
and to fix punishment for criminals, and the 
legal machinery through which such punish- 
ment can be executed in an orderly and law- 
ful manner, “mobs are not justified.” 

He argued, first of all, that mobs defame 
the state.” 

“They stain the good name of our com- 
monwealth,” he said; and continued: 

People do not care to live where such 
things are permitted. It is likely that the 
reports which have gone out concerning 
these recent lynchings have injured the cred- 
it of the state. They have reduced the val- 
ue of its securities and made investments 
in Tennessee less inviting. The market val- 
ue of property has dropped. This fs a low 
way of looking at the question, to be sure, 
yet the dollar argument is thé only one some 
people appreciate. If you show them that 
they will lose money as a result of lynch- 
ing, they will sit up and take notice. Well, 
they will. Mobs are an industrial and a 
commercial handicap. Every time the news 
2 out from the state that one of these 

isgraceful orgies has taken place, the credit 
of the state sags.” 


Diseredit Our Courts, 

Charging, furthermore, that mobs dis- 
credit our courts,” Rev. Vance said: 

“They ride through the laws we have 
enacted. They Were the judges we have 
elected, and treat Fontemptuously all that 
society has provided for the apprehension, 
trial and punishment of crime. The lyncher 
thinks that he can beat society in handling 
wrongdoers. Therefore, every mob weakens 
the respect for law and is an insult to every 
udge in the state. Every time a mob takes 
the law into its own hands, the law comes 
back, not vindicated, but mutilated and 
stained.. The enforcement of all laws be- 
comes more difficult, and law and order are 
treated as a farce whenever they stand in 
the way of the fierce passions of men. 

“Mobs fail to prevent or diminish the 
crimea they profess to punish. If they suc- 
ceeded, they might be in a sense justified. 
If lynching made women safe from assault, 
we ps could afford to write the ancient

RADICAL AMENDMENTS 
TO WAR FINANCE BILL 


Washington, March 10.—An amend- 
ment to provide specifically that the 
United States government assumes no 
responsibility for the acts or security 
‘issues of the corporation has been 
written into the war finance corpora- 
tion bill by the house ways and means 
committee, which tonight made public 
its report on the measure. 

Consideration of the bill, which al- 
j ready has passed the senate, will begin 
in the house this week. It has been 
announced previously that the ways 
and means committee fixed the maxi- 
mum of bonds to be issued by the cor- 

poration at $2,000,000,000 instead of 
$4,000,000,000 as provided in the senate 
bill, and had retained the senate’s vol- 
untary licensing system for controlling 
‘private security issues of $100,000 and 
lover as a substitute for the compulsory 
licensing feature of the original draft. 

Other committee amendments as out- 
lined by Chairman Kitchin in his re- 
port would require that advances of 
money by the corporation be made only 
on securities acquired since the war 
began, limit the aggregate of out- 
standing advances to 10 per cent of the 
corporation’s capital stock: require fed- 
eral reserve banks discounting paper 
secured by the corporation’s bond to 
ee at least 1 per cent above pre- 
vailing rates for commercial paper and 
— the corporation’s power to deal 
in United States obligations to securi- 
ties issued or converted after the Lib- 
erty Loan issue of September 24, 1917.

“The women of New York who are 
managing the grand military and naval 
meet at Madison Square Garden next 
week for the benefit of the women’s 
oversea hospitals, U. S. A., in the de- 
vastated districts of France request the 
honor of your presence on the opening 
night, March 15. The first unit of this 
hospital has already been landed in 
France.”

10 MUNITIONS DISTRICTS 
FOR THE UNITED STATES 


Washington, March 10.—Division of 
the country into ten munitions dis-
